the action of the President. This is a 
carious attitude for any man to take, for 
it is precisely the use of the military 
which has from the outset been the point 
of attack by the Democrats, and it is 
difficult to perceive how a Senator who 
does not hold himself justified in con- 
demning this employment of the troops, 
can reach the conclusion that the Presi- 
dent was aot entitled to the support of 
the Senate. If he was not wrong in 
permitting United States soldiers to take 
part in the organization of a State Leg- 
islature, clearly lie was not wr&cg at all; 
but Senator Booth seems to iliink tlie 
use of the troops justifiable, yet the 
President open to censure.
